No Market tor Sauerkraut 


Pickled Cabbage With German Name 
Drug on Market 
Manufacturers of sauerkraut in the 
Dominion will in future be wise to 
change the name of that palatable 
German relish to “pickled cabbage,” 
otherwise they will find it a drug on 
the market. At, least this has been | 
the experience of the Campbellford | 
Fruit Company, which now has 600 
45-gallon barrels of sauerkraut on its 
hands, for which it is: looking for a 
market in vain, says a report from 

Ottawa. 

The company, finding it impossible 
to dispose of its supply here, and hav- 
ing the German market cut off, com- 
municated with the department of 
trade and commerce, and asked it i! 
it could not find a market. :The de- 
partment circularized its trade com- 
missioners in England and elsewhere, 
advertising for sale 60 barrels” of 
sauerkraut. 

Only one reply has so far been re- 
ceived, and it is not encouraging. 
It is from the trade commissioner at 
Bristol, and is to the effect: “After 
making extensive inquiries I find there 
is no demand for sauerkraut in: this 
district.”

Atrocities by Germans Told 
Belgians Now Breaking Silence—-Were 
Afraid of Huns to Talk 

Belgians, who formerly were afraid 
to talk of German atrocities, are grad- 
ually breaking their silence. 

At Andenne, which was practically 
destroyed, according to Alfred Lens, a 
Belgian, the Germans killed 400 civ- 
ilians, many of whom we:: business 
men. - 

“The chief of police told me,” said 
Mr. Lens, “that (5 clvilianc were 
I-cked in a church and told that they 
would be shot within 30 minutes. 
Kivery five iminutes a soldier would 
enter to remind the unfortunate that 
they had so many minutes left to live. 
When the half hour had expired, all 
were brought out led before a file of 
soldiers and lined up in a row. 

“Some wished to cover their eyes, 
but the soldiers forced down their 
arms with bayonets. They were kept 
in this agony of suspense for another 
half an hour, before the order was 
given to fire. So fierce were the re- 
peated volleys that the dead were 
hardly recognizable. Any who show- 
ed signs of life were promptly des- 
patched either with the butt end of a 
rifle, or a bayonet. 

“The town was thoroughly looted, 
the soldiers sparing not even the 
homes of the poor, while the jewelery 
shops were stripped of their stocks.

While all of the kaiser's six sons 
have been at the front from the open- 
ing of the war, it was not until a few 
wecks ago that the heir to the throne 
of England joined the fighting forces, 
When he crossed the channel from 
Folkestone to Boulogne a fine reception 
was given him by the troops of the 
allies who saw him disembark, A 
trainload of wounded soldiers was 
alongside the quay, and when the news 
became known that his royal highness 
had joined the active forces there was 
great enthusiasm, Several of the in- 
jured men were held up to the windows 
of carriages to see him, and he shook 
hands with some of them and spoke to 
others, The prince was in khaki and 
secmed very fit and In excellent spirits. 

When. the war broke out the Prince 
of Wales, then attached to the First 
Grenadier guards, was exceptionally 
keen on route marches and other fea- 
tures of a soldier's training. He was 
full of enthusiasm and confident that 
he would get his chance of going in 
active service, but his hope was not at 
first realized. When his regiment was 
ordered to the front he was transferred 
to other duties. The young prince did 
his best to move the authorities, He 
made a personal call on Lord 
Kitchener at the war office, but the

secretary of state for war was ada- 
mant. He pointed out to his royal high- 
ness that he had not served his full 
course of military training and that 
until this had been done no exception 
could be made even to favor ‘the lreir 
to the throne, 


Prince Not to Be Denied. 

Though disappointed by the rebuff, 
the prince went about his duties in 
England with sustained enthusiasm, 
and no doubt he has been winning 
powerful influence to his side. The 
prince was only twenty years old last 
June when at Oxford, The prince was 
in the university officers’ training 
corps, and he took his grueling with 
the rest. He marched to the camp un- 
der a blazing sun and bivouacked by 
the roadside .in a blanket, With his 
jacket and shirt collar wide open and 
cuffs rolled back he was unrecogniz-

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able among the khaki clad cadets strid- 
ing along the dustry roads from 
Mytchett camp to Bramshill House. 

It is sald now that both King George 
and Lord Kitchener gave their consent 
to the Prince of Wales joining the aviny 
at the front. He is attached to the 
staff of Field Marshal Sir John French. 

The sons of the kaiser, in order as to 
age, are; Crown Prince Frederick W1I- 
liam, Prince Eitel Frederick, Prince 
Adalbert, Prince August, Prince Oscar 
and Prince Joachim, ‘The three last 
named have been wounded in the war. 
The crown prince, for years a leading 
advocate of a warlike policy for Ger- 
many, escaped injury during the early 
Period of the war, although numerous 
stories had him wounded and mortally

In tha months of September, Oc- 
tober and November, 19138, a Toronto | 


lanufacturing concern, one of the 


largest employers of labor in that city, 
tendered on three different City con- 
tracts, its apgregate tenders for the 
three jobs being $64,845. The con- 
tracts were awarded, respectively, to 
firms in Glasgow, Philadelphia and 
York, whose aggregate tenders 
were $64,538, $307 or less than one 
half of 1% below those of the Toronto 
firm. Hundreds of this firm’s em- 


| ployees have been laid off {n the last 
{few months through 


lack of work. 
The contracts embraced pumps, ma- 
chinery and iron castings. 

In Winnipeg » few months ago the 
City Council awarded to the American 
Cast Jron and Foundry Company of 
Birmingham, Ala., a contract for 1,100 
tons of pipe, approximately $50,000 
worth of work. A Fort William firm, 
was only $800 more than 
that of the Wnited States firm, lost 
the contract when most of its plant 
was idle and hundreds of unemployed 
were walking: the streets of Fort Wil- 
liam. 

The Works Department in Toronto 
purchased its 1913 supply of paving 
bricks, valued at approximately $40,- 
000, for the most part in United 
States. If Toronto brick makers had 


/ secured the wages involved in this 


contract, instead of their rivals in 
Ohio, many workmen, now in the 
bread line, would have had several 
months- longer work, and therefore 
more savings to tide them over the 
period 2f stress,

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Indian Troops 
Are a Surprise 


Display Great Endurance and Fighting 
Ability—Not Dismayed by Artil- 
lery Fire 

The great endurance and fighting 
ability of the Anglo-Indians, who have 
come to take part for the first time 
in history in a war against white 
troops on European goil, have aston- 
ished those against whom they have 
been pitted, as well as the allied com- 
manders, except the British. The only 
questions which arose in the minds of 
the British was whether the Indians 
would be able to stand against urtil- 
lery fire to which they have never 
been subjected on the frontier, This is 
answered in the affirmative, and they 


have proved as steady under shrapnel} 


fire as the best of their white com- 
rades in arms. Not only this, but the 
commanders of the allied armies aver 
that they show dash and fearlessness 
to a remarkable degree and have on 
many occasions displayed great initia- 
tive under most difficult circum: 
blances, 

In a suburb of Boulogne before the 
entrance of a great field covered with 
many regular rows of tents stood a 
bronze figure as still as a statue. It 
wis a Sikh in his uniform of khaki 
guarding the sanatorium in which 
some Irundreds of his slightly wounded 
or ailing comrades from the battlefield 
of Flanders were recuperating. These 
warriors from the Punjab and Bengal, 
ag well as their fellow soldiers, the 
little hardy Gurkhas and Pathans and 


Jats from the mountains on the! 
Afghanistan frontier, generally bear 
the variations of climate with the 


greatest fortitude. They declare they 
are fighting for their “raj” or Emper- 
or, and it is not for them to complain. 
Just as well drilled and disciplined as 
the soidierg of any European power, 
they go into battle with the full assur- 
anec that they will be victors. 

When they first went {into action 
they disdained protection of the shel- 
ter trenches and darted across the 
open at their opponents with = their 
bayonets and knives, “much to thei 
cost. They have since learned, like ail 
other troops engaged in this war o7 
rabbit warrens, to bore their way 
through the earth to get at their foes 
and they have proved even more adept 
at this kind of fighting than their 
European comrades, 


Judging a Horse by His Nose

HAVE COMMAND OF THE SEAS 


Soldiers Transported Over the Seas 
Without Loss of a Man 
Owing to the efficiency of the Al- 
lied fleets and despite the presence of 
the German cruisers in the various 
oceans, the French minister of marine 
stated that not a man had been lost 
since the opening of hostilities of the 
thousands of French troops transport- 
ed to France from Algeria, Tunis, East 
Africa, Morocco, Madagascar and 
Tonkking, or the British troops from 

Asia, Australia, Africa and Canada, 

The statement was made ‘o the nay- 
al committee of the chamber of depu- 
ties by the minister of marine. He add- 
ed that the co-operation of the Allied 
navies assured the free revictualing of 
the Allied countries, while the seas 
were closed to their adversaries. The 
minister said that, in addition, the 
French navy had furnished men and 
artillery to participate in land battles 
and also had collaborated in providing 
war materials from its arsenals, found- 
ries and workshops.

H Holdg Out Against the Enemy 

‘ This is the simple story of one of 
the brave boys of the Royal Berkshire 
| Regiment whose gallant part in the 
} defence of Ypres has been described 
in the Daily Mail. He was once a boy 
of the London streets. 

His father was a brave man who 
lost his life in an attempt to save a 
comrade from drowning. He left be- 
hind him the little boy, and a mother 
weak in health and unuble to work, 
A good Samaritan found tne lad, who 
was nine years of age, and seni him

But their work had becn 
lone, for a few minutes later rein- 
forcement came up. 

For this gallantry the corporal has 
been raised to the rank of sergeant. 


Navy Secretary Says U.S. Stands in 
Third Place as Naval Power 
_Franklin D, Roosevelt, assistant sec- 
retary of the navy, before the house 
naval committee said that the United 
States stands third among the naval 

powers of the world. 

“A formulat has been prepared for 
the navy department by the general 
board,” he said. “It has never been 
published and has been regarded as 
confidential, It js based on a modi- 
fication of the Kretschmer formula, 
Four factors are involved; Offensive 
power, based on gun fire and tor: 
pedoes; defensive power, based on ar- 
mor, internal construction and buoy- 
ancy; tactical, based on speed; strat- 
egic, based on supplies, fuel, ammuni- 
tion and radius of action.

FRESH AIR NECESSARY 


Contributed by Dr. Heber Jamieson, 
Professor of Bacteriology in the 
University of Alberta 

Fresh air is an absolute essential 
to good heaith. The lung takes from 
the atmosphere one of its gases— 
oxygen, which is used to keep the 
system in its normal state. very 
breath we take in carries the neces 
sury oxygen to the small air cells ia 
the lungs. Every brecth we send out 
is charged with another gas which is 
thrown off by the body cells as waste 
material, 

The transfer of these two /ases is 
made between the lungs and the small 
cells of which the whole body is made 
by means of red corpuscles of the 
blood. These little messengers mugt 
be healthy in order to do their work 
well and sufficient numbers must be 
maintained to give the best service. 
If a person becomes anaemic there is 
a falling off in the numbersot the 
red cells, As each one of these can 
carry only a certain amou:t of oxy- 
gen at a time the body suffers in con- 
sequence of the diminished supply. 

Every room contains a certain 
amount of oxygen and when that is 
exhausted the body suffers. The air 
inhaled now contains the waste gas 
which we have just disposed of and we 
must therefore take it into our lungs 
again and try to impose this on the 
blood cells. They are not to be de 
luded and if the imposition is persist- 
ed in the person faints for lack of the 
-ife sustaining oxysen. 

The more people there are breath- 
ing the same air the sooner it is vit- 
jiated. In the country the atmosphere 
is more pure. It has been said that it 
is kept pure by the farmers keeping 
the foul air shut up in their houses. 
What truth there, may have been in 
this statement, as to the conservation 
of impure air in the rural districts, the 
reader can judge for himself. The 
dweller in cities is no less « sinner 
when he sleeps in a room with the 
windows closed ‘because the night 
air is bad” forgetting that night air 
was designed for night breathing and 
is preferable to stale day air.

Was Guide Book Man 

Tourists atl the worlc over read 
with sympathetic interest tae report 
that Herr Karl Baedeker, tic pub- 
lisher of the famous guide books, had 
been killed in action, This member 
of the Baedeker family was one of 
the grandsons of old Karl Baedeker, 
who was Lorn at Evsen in 1801, where 
his father had carried on ¢ business 
of printer and bookseller, and who 
himself started in business in 1827 at 
Coblentz, where he died just over 
fifty years ago, His grave in that 
town is often visited by tourists. 

It was old Karl Baedeker who first 
hit upon the idea. of publishing a 
series of guide books for the different 
countries. The first guide bork pub- 
lished by Baedeker was a small book 
on the Rhiuse, of which in 1839 he pro- 
duced a third edition entirely re-writ- 
ten by himself. Since then guide 
books for Belgium, Holland, Germany, 
Austria, Switzerland, the United 
States, ete., have been published in 
the principal langurces of Europe, 
until today the word “Baedeker” has 


become almost a synonym for guide - 


b:oks.

Hoarding England’s 


Shrinkage in Supply is Noticeable and 
is Surmised That Agents of the 
Kaiser Are Storing it 

A distinct shrinkage is visible in 
the amount of tracea'loc gold in Eng: 
land, It is suggested that a great 
deal of missing gold in is the hands 
of Germans or has been ort t by 
abroad by German agents or by neu- 
trals in the employ of Germany. 

Germans in business in England 
have the same opportunity as Eng- 
lishmen of getting gold. In view of the 
importance which gold plays in the 
war, a German who collects Eng- 
lish gold is rend3ring his country 
very valuable help, even if he only 
locks it up in his safe. Possibly this 
is being extensively done as part of 
a deliberate scheme, 

There is the still more omnious 
possibility that the gold thus taken 
from circulation is being secretly 
taken away from the country to Ger- 
many. The export of a large quantity 
of gold in one consignment would, of 
course, be noted and checked, but at 
present there is nothing to prevent 
individuals from smuggling away sev- 
eral ‘hundred pounds’ worth of gold 
concealed about their persons or in 
their luggage. 

Hundrsd of German women are 
leaving the country, and there are 
thousands of subjects of ncutral coun- 
tries travelling from England to Hol- 
land, Denmark, Sweden and else- 
where. Many may.be German agents, 

During the past three months the 
net receipts of gold from abroad offi- 
cially recorded have amounted to as 
much. as thirty millions sterling. 
Moreover, the nation has put into cir- 
cilation new treatury notes equiva- 
lent to another thirty and a quarter 
millions of gold, and Bank of England 
notes equivalent to about another 
five millions. Theze notes showd-ob- 
viously diminish the circulation of 
gold throughout the country by tak- 
ing its place and driving it back to 
the Bank of Scotland. Yet the stock 
of gold at the Bank of England has 
not increased by more than the 
amount received from abroad. 

The increased government expen:i- 
ture, which now amounts to Nearly a 
million a day, does not eccount for 
the enorm6us increase in circulation, 
for it is offset by the diminished ;e- 
quirements of currency in other quar- 
ters. 

Hence the belief that money is .o 
some extent being hoarded.

What Will be Done With Refugees 


From Belgium? 

The question of the repatriation of 
the Belgian refugees in England has 
been under consideration tor some 
time. There has been a certain divi- 
sion on this subject in the Belgian 
cabinet itself, one view being that the 
people should be gent back to the big 
cities like Antwerp, and ordinary com- 
mercial life resumed. 

There are others who hold the view 
that if the people do return it is im- 
possible that commercial and business 
life can resume its normal courses 
under present circumstances, and, 
moreover, that\it would be extremely 
undesirable to have the ruined cities 
and villages re-populated at present, 
as they are likely to suffer greatly 
When once again they. become the 
seene of sanguinary fighting, as the 
allies advance to drive the Germans 
out of Belgium. This is the pre- 
dominant view of Belgian ministers 
and municipal authorities.

Red Cross Nursee Tell of Hardships 


Youngsters Undergo In War 
» Area 

“Amid all the horrors of this war, 
there is none that compares with the 
euffering of little children.” This is 
the opinion expressed by two Red 
Cross nuraces, Mrs. Patton’ Bethune, 
the wife of an Hngligh officer, and Dr. 
Ethel Ormiston, g& New Zealander, 
who have just returned to London af: 
ter varied exeriences in Flanders and 
along the Dutch frontier. 
They both worked close to the firing 
line and ministered to the British, 
French, Belgian and German wounded. 
heir services were accepted by the 
Germans at a time when the German 
casualties were 80 heavy that the 
medical gervice was inadequate to 
cope with the wounded brought back 
from the front, They wero brought in 
direct contact with most of the many- 
sided horrors of war, but among them 
all that which the deepest impres- 
sion upon them is the indescribable 
misery which was inflicted upon the 
babes and sucklings. 
“At Sluis,” :ald Mrs. Betaune, ‘just 
over the Dutch frontier, we saw hun- 
dreds of little innocents of ages vary- 
ing from one month to ten years, who 
were siffering from scarcity of both 
food and clothing. One poor little kid 
between two and three months old, 
had a strip of linen for the sole cover: 
ing of his poor little body, which was 
like an icicle, The Dutch were doing 
everything possible, but the relief or- 
ganization there, as everywhere, seem- 
ed totally Inadequate. 
In Flanders we saw many heart- 
breaking cases of childish suffering. 
There were boys and girls from 7 to 
10 years of age who were trudging 
along with their mothers, carrying 
bundles of their poor household ef- 
fects, fleeing from they knew not 
what terrors. We could sympathize 
with the men who had been stricken 
down in their health and vigor, and 
our hearts went out to the women 
who had fled their homes in panic, but 
the suffering we witnessed that 
curdled the blood in our veins was 
that of the little children.”

Coaxed German Out 
Things here are rather warm at the 
present moment, in fact have been 
for nearly a fortnight, writes Cor- 
poral W. Gray, of the 2.F.A. .

Protecting Implements From Rust 

A correspondent or the Breeders’ 
Magazine gives this advice on this sub- 
ect: - 

Housing fails because it does not 

keep the : :oisture laden atmosphere 
from contact with the surface of the 
steel. There are many cheap gummy 
or oily substances that will protect a 
bright plough or hoe or other farm 
tool. I have found heavy unrefined 
oil effective and easily applied. Axle 
grease is used so generally for wag- 
gons that many farmers apply that. !t 
is more expensive and more difficult tg 
spread go ay to cover the entire sur- 
face of the tool. Unrefined cottonseed 
oil and the low grade catsor oll spread 
readily and carry sum and oil enough 
to dry slowly and cover well, and they 
do not dry so hard as linseed oil, 
which prevents the plough or hoe from 
scouring readily. 
A barrel of heavy lubricating oil on 
the farm will save any further outlay 
frr axle grease or machine oil, It is 
good for killing vermin on animals 
and for protecting tools from rust— 
if only we get the men to apply it.

Britain wants Eggs and Flax 


Also Sald to be Opening For Woollen 
Goods Manufactured Here 

J. R. Ray, Canadain trade commis- 
sioner at Birmingham, reports that 
while a considerable quantity of Can- 
adian eggs have reached the Birming- 
ham market, the demand is far in ex- 
cess of the supply. The price of freah 
laid eggs he quotes at 76 cents per 
dozen, He notes that Britain imports 
eggs every year tothe value of $45,- 
000,000, of which Canada last year 
supplied only $5,000 worth. The chief 
source of supply is Russia, but this 
is shut off by the war. 

Mr. Dyer, trade commissioner, of 
Leeds, says there is an opportunity 
for the export of flax fibre and also 
flax straw from Canada, in view of 
the cessation of supplies from Russia, 
Other articles for which there is a de- 
mand in Great Britain owing to the 
lack of supplies from Russia, Siberia, 
China, and other countries, include hog 
bristles, horsehair, horns, leather, 
knitted goods, woollen underwear. In 
regard to knitted goods, one English 
firm has written the department of 
trad. and comme ce as follows: “Our 
inquiry for knitted goods was prompt- 
ed by a desire to see them replace sim- 
ilar woollen underclothing of German 
manufacture, which have been exten- 
sively sold in this country. From long 
residence in the Dominion we are fam- 
iliar with the lines of woollen goods 
manufactured there and universally 
worn by farmers, lumbernre:, and 
others engaged in manual labor, and 
think there is an opportunity to in- 
troduce these, as well as finer lines of 
manufactures,”
